A meeting of business men in Tokia have cabled 
messages to President Harding and Senator Borah 
favoring restrictions in armament, and have re- 
quested the Japanese Diet to apply a part of the 
armament appropriations to social and educational 


purposes. Ividently the business interests of 
Japan are coming earlier than we are to a realiza- 
° tion of what it means in taxes wnen the three 


largest navies of the world are pitted against one 
~ another in an expansion and building contest. 
With the cost of the war lying heavily on their 
shoulders, Great Britain, Japan anid the United 
States are all planning navies sufficiently huge 
and expensive to eclipse any previous peace time 
preparations for naval supremacy. Out of this 
monstrous expense nothing can logically come but 
another conflict and further expense, in which 
every individual has to pay a part, and no small 
part. Certainly our business men and our people 
generally will not welcome any further war ex- 
penses now, as they are already staggering under 
a burden which is strangling all business and 
progress. We must understand right now that 
there is a direct connection between the sixteen 
new battleships now building here and the pocket- 
book of every individual. We do not need six- 
teen more big battleships any more than a dog 


needs two tails, and neither daes Ingland or 
Japan. It is just militarism Boing crazy «again. 
same as it did with the German high command, 


and the results must be the same, also. Surely 
there is some way that this can be stopped. A 
conference of the leading men of the three na- 
tions should meet and map out a plan of arma- 
ment recess—a plan of common sense.

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THE PUBLIC CUTS THE BATE 

‘With two big oceans right along side of it and 
no end ‘of fine lakes, rivers and creeks flowing 
through it, this country ought to enjoy all the 
fresh fish it wanted at a very nominal price. but 
it don't. Fish costs per pound in the mrkets al- 
most as much us meat, and yet it takes years to 
feed and grow and tend the meat and nothing 
at all to feed or care for the fish, which are no 
expense except the shooing them into a net. The 
fish industry of the country would be a thousand 
times bigger and better than it is if it were not, 
generally speaking, regulated by trusts and com- 
‘bines. In the big cities along the costs there ex- 
ists an absolute iron-clad combination between 
the dealers which the law officials either cannot 
or will not, for reasons of their own, combat. 
The result is that the catch is regulated to barely 
meet the demand and thousands of tons of good 
fish is dumped back into the sea rather than put 
the price down to a notch where the people could 


afford to havegmore ot it. The whole fish busi- 
ness around: the San Francisco bay, tor instance, 
is regulated by an Italian fish trus:. and fish is 


about the same prite per pound in, the market that 
beefsteak is. There is no sense i this, or justice 
or right, or anything else but greed and profiteer- 
Trg which the law should handle with iron baud, 
but don't. 

Fish is a desirable and very healthful food, «nd 
the people would consume a thousand times more 
than they do if they could get it at a price they 
can afford to pay, and there.is no reason on earth 
why they should not. 

They should be called monthly payments, or 
weekly payments, as the case mray be, but never 


easy payments, as there is no such thing.

EN who trained for aviation 
during the world war will re- 
member that one of the favor- 
ite methods of their instructors in 
stressing the importance of a good
